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FIGHT MISSOURI RIVER CASE 


Roads Appeal from Decision Of Interstate Commerce 
Decision and Ask Injunction 








The railroads interested in the so-called “Missouri 
river” case have appealed from the decision of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, which made a material 
reduction in rates to be charged for traffic west of the 
Mississippi river, and have asked for an injunction to 
restrain the Commission from putting the new rates into 
effect. The petition was taken into the Circuit court 
of the United States for the northern district of Illinois. 

Immediately after the roads asked for an injunc- 
tion the Commission extended the effective date of the 


order in the case from Oct. 26 until Nov. 10. The 
preliminary hearing will come up next Thursday. The 
complaint of the defendant carriers is given in full 


herewith, The carriers which asked to be made parties 

to the suit and who were denied the privilege by the 

Commission, have filed an intervening petition. The 

complaint follows: 

“To the honorable, the judges of the Circuit court of 
the United States, within and for the northern dis- 
trict of Illinois, eastern division, in chancery sitting: 
“Humbly complaining, your orators, the Chicago, 

Rock Island & Pacific railway company, a corporation 

organized and existing under and by virtue of the laws 

of the states of Illinois and Iowa, Chicago, Burlington 

& Quincy railroad company, a corporation organized and 

existing under and by virtue of the laws of the state of

mon carriers, engaged in the transportation of property 
by railroad by continuous carriage or shipment, from 
the city of Chicago aforesaid as an eastern terminys, 
to the cities of St. Paul and Minneapolis hereinafter re. 
ferred to as the Twin Cities, and to points beyond saiq 
cities, and to the several Mississippi river crossings 
hereinafter mentioned, and from said Mississippi river 
crossings to various points upon the Missouri river, 
including Kansas City and St. Joseph, Missouri, Omaha,

“Your orators further aver that none of the lines of 
the said railroad companies which reach from the Atlantic 
seaboard to the city of St. Louis or the city of Chicago 
extends west of the Mississippi river or west of the city 
of Chicago; that none of the lines of railroad which 
operate west of the city of St. Louis and west of the Mis- 
sissippi river extends east of the city of St. Louis or 
the city of Chicago to the Atlantic seaboard; that your 
orator, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad company, 
owns and operates a line of railroad from the city of 
St, Louis westward to several of the Missouri river cities 
hereinafter mentioned. 

“Your orators further aver that there have been 
adopted and are now in force two classifications of 
freight, upon which classifications the tariff rates for the

the city of Dubuque; that the tracks of said Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy railroad company cross the Missis- 
sippi river at the city of Burlington and also at the city 
of Hannibal; that the tracks of said Chicagé, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul railway company cross the Mississippi river 
at the city of Savannah; that the tracks of said Chicago

between said Mississippi river crossings and said Mis- 
souri river cities which is in the course of through ship- 
ments from Atlantic coast cities is delivered to your 
orators either by team to the freight depots of your 
orators or by car, switched to the freight depots of your 
orators from eastern lines. Your orators aver that in 
all cases the expense to your orators of handling mer- 
chandise delivered to them at the Mississippi river 
points or at the city of Chicago to be transported be- 
tween said Mississippi river crossings and said Missouri 
river cities is not more, and in many instances much 
less, than the expense to your orators of handling an 
equal amount of like merchandise delivered to your 
orators by eastern lines, to be transported between said 
Mississippi river crossings and said Missouri river cities. 
And your orators aver that the total cost to your orators 
of handling and transporting merchandise between said 
Mississippi river crossings and said Missouri river cities 
is not more, and in many instances much less, in the 
ease of merchandise delivered to your orators at said 
Mississippi river points or the city of Chicago than it 
is in the case of an equal amount of like merchandise 
delivered to your orators by eastern lines in the course 
of transportation from the Atlantic seaboard to the said 
Missouri river cities. 

“Your orators further aver that on or about the 
llth day of Feb., A. D. 1907, a complaint was filed 
in the office of said Interstate Commerce Commission at 
Washington, D. C., by the Burnham, Hanna, Munger 
Dry Goods company, a corporation, and others, as com- 
plainants, a copy of which complaint is hereto attached, 
marked Exhibit A, and your orators pray that the same 
may be taken as a part hereof; that the said complaint 
named as defendants the following railroad companies: 
The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific railway company, 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad company, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway company, Chicago 
& Northwestern railway company, your orators, and 
Chicago Great Western railway company; that there- 
after in due time, answers were filed by said defendants 
to said complaint and various eastern railroads were 
made parties defendant to said proceeding, but that said 
eastern railroads, although appearing at the hearing had 
on said complaint, introduced no evidence as such de- 
fendants and were dismissed out of said proceeding by 
order of said Commission hereinafter set forth. After 
the filing of the answers above referred to, hearings 
were had upon said complaint, and thereupon the said 
Commission rendered its opinion and entered its final 
order in the premises on June 24, 1908. 

“Your orators further aver that thereafter, by or- 
ders duly entered by said Interstate Commerce Com- 
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mission, the time for the compliance by your orators, 
defendants before the said Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, with the above mentioned order of June 24, 
1908, was duly and regularly extended until the 26th 
day of Oct., A. D. 1908. Your orators annex hereto 
a copy of the said opinion of the said Commission in 
the said cause rendered on June 24, 1908, as Exhibit 
B to this, your orators’ bill of complaint, and pray that 
the same may be taken as a part thereof. 

“Your orators further show unto your honors that 
the said order so entered by the said defendant, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, on June 24, 1908, 
was in words and figures as follows, to wit: 

. “*This case being at issue upon complaint and an- 
swers on file, and having been duly heard and sub- 
mitted by the parties, and full investigation of the 
matters and things involved having been had, the Com- 
mission having, on the date hereof, made and filed a 
report containing its conclusions thereon; 

“Tt is ordered, that the defendants, the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific railway company, the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy railroad company, the Chicago,

Northwestern railway company, and the Chicago Great 
Western railway company be, and they severally are 
hereby, notified and required to cease and desist on or 
before the 25th day of Aug., 1908, from charging, de.

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DISCUSSES RATE ADVANCE 


E. W. McKenna, Vice-President of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, Addresses Railroad Men 








In -an address before the Western Railway club in 
Chicago Tuesday night, Mr. E. W. McKenna, vice-presi- 
dent of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, 
discussed the subject of “A Constituency Without -Rep- 
resentation.” He said: 

“There are approximately 3,300,000 citizens of the 
United States, investors in bonds and stocks of railway 
companies, employes of railroads, and persons engaged 
in the manufacture and sale of railway supplies, whose 
vital interests in the pursuit of life, liberty and happi- 
ness do not seem to have been the concern of anyone. 

“These interests have been the subject of attack 
by all the factions of militant political parties, and to 
some extent by users of railways, and the two forces 
have worked together for legislation, in some instances 
directly fixing maximum rates for transportation of pas- 
sengers and freight (usually upon a basis much less 
than that which previously prevailed), or by the insti- 
tution of commissions in various states and in the na- 
tional government; and they have set their faces strongly 
against any increase in railway rates, and exercised a 
potential campaign for the reduction of revenues, from 
whatever source it might arise. 

“The aspect in respect to the first enumerated class 
is well known. Political leaders, desirous of obtaining 
power and prestige, have appealed to the plastic minds 
of a large mass of the citizens of the country, who are 
not inclined to economic thought, and instilled therein 
the erroneous idea that the transportation interests of 
the country had in all the past placed unjust charges 
upon them for their transportation, and appealed further 
to their selfish interest in the thought that, by the 
processes which have been existent during the past few 
years, each would have to pay less money for his trans- 
portation, and that no baneful results could come to 
them, as it was all gain and no loss, and, if any loss 
must ensue, it must fall upon a non-resident plutocracy, 
for whom they felt no concern. 

“Discussing the position of the second class, while 
conceding to them the entire right to take any position 
upon this question that seemed right, it is evident that 
they argue only the advantage of the day, in a lower 
basis of transportation charges. A proper economic 
study of the question might have brought to their minds 
the conclusion that the advantage of the day would be 
lost many times over in the disadvantages that must 
accrue to the future under the conditions this line of 
policy would induce. 

“The experience of the period from the close of the 
fiscal year 1898 to the same time in 1906 (the statistics 
for 1907 ‘having not yet been issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, notwithstanding sixteen months 
have elapsed since the close of the fiscal year), proves 
conclusively that the commercial and industrial expan- 
sion of the nation is governed absolutely by the ability 
of the transportation companies to afford the necessary 
facilities for the safe and efficient exchange of com- 
modities. 

“The tonnage carried by all the railroads of the 
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United States for the fiscal years 1898 and 1906 was as 
follows:

“The above figures indicate that the commercial 
and industrial expansion over the period above quoted 
required the railroads to provide transportation for a 
progressive increase in tonnage, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to 767,745,614 tons, or 89 per cent. The struc- 
ture and equipment of the railroads, as they existed in 
1898, were totally inadequate to the task of moving the 
increasing tonnage from year to year, and the invest- 
ment of a very large amount of money was necessary 
to develop new facilities, representing property at ter- 
minals, main tracks, sidings, locomotives, cars and all 
the appurtenances of the transportation business.

“These figures are taken from the records of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and. may be relied 
upon as being correct; and they present the amazing 
condition that, notwithstanding the advance in price of 
every other commodity, the rate per ton per mile, which 
is the unit in railway freight transportation, actually 
shows a decrease. Is this condition consistent with the 
value which has been added to every other commodity 
or form of service during the eight years under dis- 
cussion? Is it possible to segregate the business of 
transportation from all other business, and fix its maxi- 
mum earning power per unit of service, and establish 
the economic contradiction that the transportation sys- 
tem of the country shall be prosperous, with a fixed 
and inflexible basis of rates and. a flexible range of ex- 
pense, which latter has always been in the ascending 
scale during the period from which these figures are 
taken? 

“To the ordinary thinker, this proposition is anoma- 
lous. It is true, that the railroads were prosperous 
during this period of eight years, due to the increased 
volume of business placed upon their lines, and, as you 
well know, volume represents the highest economic re- 
sults in operation; but the ratio of expense, through 
the well-known causes above described, has continued 
to increase, while the rates of transportation have 
shown a decrease, 

“If this condition is to obtain, that railroads may 
not increase their revenues through increase in rates 
and must increase their expenses through increase in 
cost of the commodities which are necessary in the 
operation of their properties, what must follow? 

“You have had an exemplification of this condition 
during the past year. Just about one year ago condi- 
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tions culminated, which induced a falling off in the traf. 
fic of railroads. 

“The gross revenues of the railroads within that 
period decreased approximately 16 per cent. 

“Statistics have also been made up, covering 9 per 
cent of the mileage of the United States, which show 
that the earnings of the first quarter of the year 1907. 
the most prosperous in railway history—were $955 351, 
000. 

“At the end of this quarter, the panic broke upg 
the country, and the earnings of this same 96 per cent 
of the railroads, for the next ensuing quarter, Were 
$747,939,000. 

“Showing a falling off in gross earnings of the in. 
mense sum of $207,412,000, or 22 per cent. 

“Previous to the panic the spread between Tailway 
revenues and expenses was not so wide that they were 
able to indulge in extravagances. In other words, the 
roads were worked as closely as could properly be done, 
in order that they might be kept in a condition thy 
would insure safety and efficiency. Part of this enor. 
mous loss has been saved by reduction of expenses; 
the financial writers rather amusingly put it, ‘railroads 
have gotten control of their expenses.’ There is not 
a body of men in the world who are better able to ap 
preciate the unconscious irony of this expression thy 
yourselves. It is true, railroads have reduced expense 
by cutting off everything that represented improvemey 
of their properties, but the greater volume of reductig 
has been taken out of the vital structure of these prop 
erties, and all the money that has been saved by ‘taj 
ways securing control of their expenses’ represent 
depreciation in the condition of the properties, whig 
means that they have borrowed from the future, and 
this debt must be paid at various rates of interest, 
running as high as 200 per cent. You are all awar 
that there is no property in the world that is so sep 
sitive to depreciation as the property of a railroad, both 
in physical structure and equipment. Failure to apply 
the necessary dollar at the right time inevitably entaik 
the application of that sum, with a very considerable 
addition, when the results of the enforced neglect bring 
the inevitable day of reckoning, 

“During this unfortunate period the great prepor 
derance of the mileage of the United States has bee 
able to meet obligations and keep the properties i 
reasonably safe condition, looking hopefully to the fr 
ture for betterment of conditions, which will permit th 
railways to take up this depreciation from current reve 
nues, 

“What is to be the end of this? If the condition 
herein discussed are to continue, and railroads. are rer 
dered powerless to make head against the volume of 
influence which has depressed their revenues, and th 
natural conditions which have increased their expenses, 
it must follow that the present owners of the 14% 
billions of dollars invested in railway property wil 
realize that the security upon which their faith wa 
placed has been undermined, and from what sources 
then will the new investment come that is necessaty 
to conserve existing properties and enable them 
meet their responsibilities, and to build the 200,000 miles 





of new lines which are yet necessary for the develiP 


ment of the internal resources of this country? 


“As a whole, the railroad system of the Unitel 
States during the past twelve months has depreciaiel 
in greater or less degree, as the necessities of particulif 
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companies made necessary. If the confidence of railway 
jnvestors is destroyed, and the present returns on rail- 
way’ investments, which in all conscience are not ex- 
cessive, are further reduced, then will result the inevit- 
able- struggle that a railway goes through between a 
condition of reasonable affluence and pending bank- 
ruptey- Before the last plunge is made, the struggle to 
avoid the inevitable results in a deterioration of the 
property, which places it in such condition that it is 
pot able to perform its duties either safely or efficiently, 
and the waste of its physical structure and depreciation 
of its securities held by investors, represents an eco- 
nomic waste, which, in the first place, falls upon those 
directly interested, but in the end, as a broad economic 
question, is a loss to the commonwealth. 

“The industrial and commercial prosperity of the 
country is absolutely governed by the efficiency of the 
railways in making exchange of commodities. This has 
been amply demonstrated during the past eight years, 
and if the present forces at work should produce the 
dire result of forcing railroads to continue in their pres- 
ent path, of being compelled to allow their properties 
te depreciate, the industrial and commercial community 
can look forward with full assurance to the fact that 
it will be a work of years before railroads can be re- 
stored to the plane of efficiency that would admit of 
handling a tonnage equal to that of past periods. Then 
industrial and commercial expansion must wait until 
milway efficiency is restored. If this restoration is 
based upon rehabilitation of railway credits, then ‘he 
who runs may read’ how long a period will be required 
to bring about restoration of credit and the physical 
upbuilding which must follow; and the conclusion may 
be borne in upon the mind of the whole country that a 
slight increase in rates—a small share of the prosperity 
of the country—at this time would have been better 
than the losses entailed by a depreciated condition of 
the transportation system due to this starvation proc- 
ess. It seems that these conditions must certainly fol- 
low unless railway investments are placed upon a basis 
so secure that the interests which have previously used 
their means for this purpose can continue to do so, 
with the full assurance that their property will not be 
confiscated and that they may safely rely upon a rea- 
sonable return from their investments. 

“To avoid this threatened condition, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that railways be permitted, under proper 
supervision, to increase their rates to a point which 
will yield the required means to maintain and preserve 
the properties, with a safe margin to pay a fair rate of 
interest upon the money invested in the properties. 

“The discussion up to this point has touched upon 
causes and economic effects, as applied to the public 
at large. What pertinence has it to the large body of 
investors who own the railroads, and the immense army 
of men employed in their operation, and that other army 
of men employed in providing the supplies necessary to 
carry on that operation? 

“The increased plane of wages, induced by the very 
prosperous condition of the nine years ending Nov. 1, 
1907, was fully in evidence upon the ‘payrolls of the rail- 
Ways of the United States. In this respect they have 
Met their full responsibilities as to a distribution of 
the advantages of prosperity, 

“There ig no effect without a cause. The panic of 
last October for a time adversely affected all. classes of 
Society. As soon as the banks, by use of the most 
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heroic measures, succeeded in allaying the worst effects 
of the money panic, and partially restored confidence 
in almost all lines of commerce and industry, there was 
a gradual ascent toward former prosperity, except in 
the matter of production of railway supplies and the 
business of transportation. Why have the effects of 
the panic been most hurtful to those two interests, and 
why have they been the slowest to commence the march 
toward prosperity? What was the cause that produced 
the effect, that these two great interests should be the 
greatest sufferers from the unfortunate conditions that 
culminated in October last, the baneful effects of which 
are still existent? Intelligent observers can read be- 
tween the lines, and reason from the cause to the effect. 

“Notwithstanding the extremities of the railroads 
during the current year, the status of wages paid by 
railway companies remains the same as during the pre- 
panic period. By heroic measures railways have been 
enabled to live through the period of depression up to 
the present time, without being forced to meet the ques- 
tion of reduction of salaries and wages, feeling that the 
higher economic way pointed to a slight increase in 
the rates of transportation, distributed over the entire 
population of the United States, rather than to place 
a specific burden upon and and one-half millions of 
men now in railway employment. They were further 
deterred by the fact that any attempt to reduce wages 
would probably induce an industrial war, which would 
be more hurtful in its effects upon all the interests of 
the nation than the evils following the panic. If a cure 
for present conditions is not found to be a return of 
conservatism and a true application of the square deal 
to railway properties, then the latter, for their own 
survival, must ask labor to share in the enforced econo- 
mies, which are necessary for their existence. Can the 
great constituency, now under discussion, do anything to 
ward off the evils with which it is threatened? There 
are numerous instances in the political. history of the 
United States, where special classes have organized for 
their own protection, and the time has come for an 
organization of the immense body of citizens, on whose 
efforts depend the comfort and happiness of sev- 
enteen millions of the population of the country, so 
that they may have a voice in the councils of the 
municipality, the state and the nation, and be enabled 
to speak in a tone that will command respect. The in- 
telligent wageworkers attached to these interests, who 
are smarting under this unmerited punishment, the re 
sult of brutal economic ignorance, and the representa- 
tives of investors in railway property, have been moved 
by a common impulse to pool their interests, and do 
what they can to protect themselves. 

“An association has recently been formed, under the 
title of ‘The American Railroad Employes’ and Invest- 
ors’ association,’ the objects of which are stated in the 
following articles: 

““The purpose shall be, by all lawful methods, to 
cultivate and maintain between its members such a 
spirit of mutual interest and such concern on the part 
of all of them for the welfare and prosperity of Ameri- 
can railroads, as will best promote their successful and 
profitable operation, for the benefit alike of their em- 
ployes, investors and the public; 

“*To encourage, by every proper method, cordial and 
friendly feeling on the part of the public toward Ameri- 
can railroads and their business; 

“‘To publicly provide means and methods for ob-

taining consideration and hearing from all legislative 
bodies and commissions empowered to enact laws, rules 
and regulations affecting the conduct and operation of 
railroads; 

“*To do whatever lawful things may be necessary 
iii order to secure a fair return alike to capital and 
to labor invested in American railroads, with due regard 
at all times to efficient service, fair treatment and safety 
to the public; 

“‘This association shall at no time be used for par- 
tisan political purposes, nor shall it take any part in 
controversies, if any, which may arise between railroad 
employes and railroad officials; 

“Its membership shall consist of representatives of 
railroad employes and investors; and 

“*The by-laws of the association shall make provi- 
sion that each of the interests represented in the asso- 
ciation shall have an equal voice in the conduct of its 
affairs.’ 

“You are all aware that in the past several years 
there has scarcely been a voice raised in behalf of this 
constituency to combat the selfish public apinion, which 
has worked so strenuously for its own advantage, as 
against corporations, in any deliberative law-making body 
in the United States, 

“The time has now arrived when the effort must 
be put forth to inculcate in the minds of all persons, 
whose well-being is associated with the transportation 
interests, directly and indirectly, a thorough knowledge 
of the forces which have been working to their detri- 
ment in the past, and contain a portentous threat for 
the future; and out of this knowledge bring forth a 
militant potential organization—an organization whose 
energies shall be directed to the conservation of the 
interests of its members, and insistently and persist- 
ently demand that it shall have representation at all 
times and in all places where its interests, in common 
with the interests of other citizens of the United States, 
are being adjudicated, 

“Have the upward of three million citizens of the 
United States represented in this constituency a right 
to demand representation? Have the interests of up- 
ward of seventeen millions, dependent upon them, the 
right to be heard? Is it right that seventeen millions 
of the population of the United States should be spe- 
cifically legislated against, that the other sixty-five to 
seventy millions may have a greater share in the pros- 
perity that should be common to all? zs 

“Every person within the sound of my voice has 
a direct interest in the evolution of this question. The 
watchword should be ‘educate. To those who have 
the cast of mind that enables them to work out this 
proposition for themselves, is given in charge the mat- 
ter of imparting to others, who have not taken the sub- 
ject into their consciousness, the lesson of where their 
interest lies. Through the result of this labor you will 
be potential in solving the question—

COMMERCE LAW ANALYZED 


John Horatio Nelson’s New Book a Valuable Pyjj. 
cation to Lawyers and Traffic Men 





A valuable book, “Nelson on the Interstate Commeree 
Commission,” by John Horatio Nelson, of the District 
of Columbia bar, has just been issued from the pregg 

Mr. Nelson has availed himself of the €xceptional 
opportunities offered, and, in fact, needed in the com. 
pilation of a work of this character, and the result js a 
work of exceptional merit. 

The subject, while of considerable magnitude, hag 
been handled in an extremely comprehensive manner, the 
preface forming an excellent introduction to the main 
subject of the book—the general nature and purpose of 
the Interstate Commerce Act. 

The reason and necessity for the law, the statutes 
enacted to correct existing evils, and a digest of the de 
cisions construing the statutes as well as the adminis 
trative rulings of the Commission and the method of 
procedure for redress before the Commission and the 
courts is clearly set forth. 

It includes also an analysis of the act which assem. 
bles in numerical sequence the powers of the Commis 
sion, the duties of common carriers and a specific 
enumeration of the things common carriers are pro- 
hibited from doing, with the penalties imposed for each 
offense and the manner of enforcement. 

The Interstate Commerce Act consisting of twenty. 
seven sections is treated separately by sections. A 
digest of the cases follow each section, and by this plan 
the statutes and decision relating thereto can be found 
immediately. The sections are most refreshingly broken 
by the black letter subheads at the beginning of each 
paragraph. The digest of the decisions and the col 
lation of the authorities under catchword headings i 
cludes adjudications of the Commission and the courts 
te Oct, 1, 1908, 

Then follows the Elkins Act, the Safety Appliance 
Acts, together with a digest of the court decisions 
thereon, and other acts of minor importance imposing 
some duty upon the Commission, 

The latest tariff circulars and supplements thereto, 
and the Administrative Rulings of the Commission in 
Conference are also embraced in the book. 

The “Re Investigations,” or the reports of the Com- 
mission of hearings had upon its own motion, covering 
subjects of vital importance and interest, are collected 
and placed in chronological order, and the cases in which 
the rulings of the Commission were sustained by the 
courts and those where the rulings were not sustained 
are grouped so that a case may be easily traced from its 
beginning in the Commission to its final ending in the 
Supreme court. 

The Rules of Practice before the Commission are it- 
cluded, and an excellent digest of the leading cases re 
lating to the power of Congress over Interstate Com 
merce, setting forth the fundamental] principles under 
lying the power and authority of the Commission, follow, 
as well as the several statutes constituting the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act, and also a more extended digest of the 
decisions of the Supreme court construing the provisions 
known as the Trust Cases, and which are of momentous 
import to the industrial enterprises of the nation. 
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There is a chapter, the first ever written, upon the 
Bureau of Corporations, explanatory of its powers and 
quties. This bureau, as yet practically unknown, has 
peen invested with important and far-reaching powers 
and will ultimately be one of the most valuable aids 
to legislation in providing data for the regulation of 
commerce, but which, while not embraced in the Inter. 
state Commerce Act, is so closely allied that a chapter 
in this work is essential. 


The book is especially arranged with a view to ready 


and useful reference on practical subjects for the benefit 


of carriers and shippers. 


There is no “wading through” a bulky volume con- 
tainmg a mass of irrelevant matter and dull detail, to 
fnd the law. It seems to be a book of principles, and 
the information is at hand in a work of 430 pages, 60 
of which comprises an index that appears to write the 
subjects into logical and exhaustive review. 


The book undoubtedly is destined to find a place on 
the busy traffic man’s desk and to be of great value to 
him. Lawyers, also, will find it a valuable publication. 





Can Control Liquor Shipments 





Topeka, Kan., Oct. 23.—In an address on the “Inter- 
state Shipments of Liquor,’ Fred S. Jackson, attorney- 
general of Kansas, advanced the proposition that Con- 
gress would, in giving the states the right to prohibit 
the introduction of alcoholic liquors into prohibition 
territory, be merely restoring the rights which have been 
wuiconstitutionally usurped by the national legislative 
body. Mr. Jackson said that former acts of Congress 
and decisions of the Supreme court permitted such a 
law, and thought that all prohibition states should unite 
and demand its restoration as one of the police powers 
expressly reserved by the constitution to the several 
states, 


Mr. Jackson declared that Congress permitted and 
sanctioned the separate railway coach, or Jim Crow 
law in Oklahoma and other southern states. Mr. Jack- 
son pointed out other instances where the state under its 
police power was given the right to control interstate 
commerce. On May 29, 1900, states were given the right 
to regulate the shipment of dead game. Later, Congress 
permitted the states to regulate the shipments of pow- 
der and nitro-glycerine. In May, 1902, the same was 
done with oleomargarine. 


The attorney-general pointed out that as far back 
as 1789, the police powers of the state were said by 
Congress to permit the control of harbors and rivers, 
and control of incoming ships. This and many other 
cases were given to show where Congress had permitted. 
the states to control interstate commerce, but had in 
almost every instance refused to allow the states to in 
any way or form regulate the introduction of liquor 
within their borders, where it was against the municipal 
law to do so. Congress has taken the stand that it can 
regulate the beginning and end of a liquor shipment, said 
Mr. Jackson, but has no right to delegate the middle

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ROUTIING CASE IN COURT 


Arkansas Supreme Court to Decide Case Involving 
Inter and Intra State Routing 








Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 23—Is a railway company 

liable to the state for the penalties applicable under a 
violation of the state railroad commission’s tariffs for 
intrastate shipments, when, having a direct intrastate 
connection between two points, the company transports 
the freight consigned between the points in question over 
@ circuitous route in such manner that the shipment 
becomes interstate and the company charges an inter- 
state rate for the shipment? 
» This is the question that the Supreme court will 
have to determine, in the case of the state of Arkansas 
vs. the St. Louis & San Francisco railroad The state 
won in the lower court, but the company comes to the 
Supreme court on appeal. ; 

The Frisco has for years maintained a direct con- 
nection between Pocahontas, in Randolph county, and 
Hoxie, in Lawrence county, via a bridge over Black 
river near Pocahontas. There is also another way in 
which shipments from Pocahontas may reach Hoxie, and 
vice versa, by being consigned via Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
making the shipment interstate, by virtue of the fact 
that it is taken out of the state in which it originated 
before reaching its destination, although the destination 
was in the same state ag the point of origin. 

About a year ago the bridge over Black river was 
condemned. The railroad commission received com- 
plaints immediately from shippers to the effect that 
the shipments between Hoxie and Pocahontas were being 
routed via Missouri points, and full rates, much higher 
than the rates over the direct intrastate connection, 
were being charged. The commission required the rail- 
way company to repair the bridge, in order that its 
direct shipments might be maintained. 

The practice of routing via Missouri points kept up 
for months, and the prosecuting attorney of Randolph 
county instituted suit against the railroad, alleging a 
violation of the commission’s orders against overcharge 
between intrastate points. He held that the company 
was bound to maintain a direct connection, and that the 
shippers were entitled to a rate established by the com- 
mission. The Circuit court returned a judgment against 
the railroad company and assessed the penalty at $500, 
from which an appeal was taken. 

The railroads maintain that when the consignment 
left the borders of the state it immediately changed 
from intra to inter state traffic, and became matter over 
which the state railroad commission had no jurisdiction. 
Hence they claim that there was no violation of the 
commission’s orders, as it has no orders relative to inter- 
state traffic. 

Questions closely allied to that at issue are, whether 
or not the state requires a railroad company to ship 
freight over the most direct route between two points; 
or, for failure to do so, whether or not judgment may 
be recovered for the difference in rates charged by cir- 
cuitous routing, together with penalties for misrouting 
freight.

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BROWN URGES RATE ADVANCE 


Senior Vice-President of New York Central Lines 
Addresses Engineers 


Syracuse, N, Y., Oct. 23.—In an address before the 
semi-annual meeting of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers of the New York Central system, held here last 
week, W. C. Brown, senior vice-president of the system, 
discussed the relation of freight rates to railroad em- 
ployes. He said in part: 

“I have said that you and I and all the rank and 
file in railway service are simply fellow employes. I 
will go further and say that as employes of the railroad 
We are partners in the concern. The men who furnish 
the money to build the railroad, and you and I who fur- 
‘nish our services, our labor to run the road, are part- 
ners; and whoever attacks the railroad attacks you and 
me. Whoever injures the railroad injures the employes 
as directly and more seriously than he harms the other 
partner—the owner; for our interest is greater, because 
we receive the larger part of the road’s earnings. 

“Let me explain how and to what extent we are 
partners. Out of every dollar earned by the railroad, 
forty cents is directly and immediately paid out to you 
and me and the other employes on the payroll, for our 
services. Eight cents is paid for fuel, waste, oil and 
water for your engines; and seven of the eight cents 
goes to pay for labor required to produce these sup- 
plies. Eighteen cents is paid for steel rails, ties, cars, 
engines, structural steel, stationery, and the other thou- 
sands of things that are necessary in the operation of a 
railroad. Of this eighteen cents, sixteen cents goes for 
labor. Five cents is paid for permanent improvements, 
such as additional yards, second, third and fourth track, 
new shops, round-houses, etc., and four cents of this 
five is paid for labor. Three cents goes to pay taxes; 
two cents for rental of tracks, terminals, etc.; fourteen 
cents is paid in interest on bonds—the debt of the road; 
nine cents goes to the owners of the property as divi- 
dends on stock, and one cent is put into the surplus to 
provide for needed improvements and as a reserve 
against periods of hard times. 

“Thus you will see that in this partnership approxi- 
mately sixty-seven cents out of every dollar goes to 
labor, and about nine cents to our partners who fur- 
nished the money and who own the property. 

“As partners, we may occasionally have differences 
of opinion as to what is a fair division of earnings. We 
who furnish the labor sometimes think we should have 
a little larger portion of the earnings, and we may very 
strenuously differ on this point, Natural it is that this 





question, vital to both, should sometimes cause very | 


warm contertion, and once in a great while the ties of 
partnership will be strained dangerously near the break- 
ing point. 
“But differ as we may about these matters, when at- 
tack comes against either partner, from whatever source, 
we should stand firmly together and have it understood 
clearly and unmistakably that an attack on either means 
trouble with both. The time has come when every dol- 
lar taken from the railroad by legislation or by ruling 
of commission is a dollar taken from labor, for there is 
no other place from which it can come. ‘ 
“During the last ten years wages of railroad em- 


ployes have increased from thirty-three to fifty per cent, 
and, at that, wages have barely kept abreast of the in- 
creased cost of living. Every class of materia] used 
by railroads in tremendous quantity has increased from 
thirty-three to one hundred and five per cent in cost, 

“Railroad rates, both freight and passenger, q 
this period, have either remained practically Stationary 
or have been reduced. 

“During the year from July 1, 1906, to July 1, 1997 
by increases in wages—the result of conference and - 
termediation by Chairman Knapp, of the Interstate Cop. 
merce Commission, and Commissioner of Labor Neill, 
and of laws passed by Congress and the several states— 
the payrolls of the railroads of the United States were 
increased approximately $125,000,000. 

“The compensation allowed our railroads for hap. 
dling the mail was reduced by legislation and rulings of 
the Postoffice Department about $10,000,000. In add 
tion, many states passed laws reducing passenger fares 
thirty-three and one-third per cent. 

“The result of all this was that, during the last half 
of the year 1907, with traffic moving in unprecedented 
volume, the expenses of the railroads increased sixty 
per cent more than the increase in earnings. These tre 
mendous increases, following the years of steadily ad. 
vancing prices of almost’*everything bought and sold ip 
the United States, have increased the cost of operation 
of our railroads to such an extent that it is imperatively 
necessary to either secure a moderate increase in rail. 
road rates, in some degree commensurate with the tre 
mendous increase in the cost of everything which rail. 
roads buy, or to resort to a sweeping reduction in pay 
of all railway employes from the president to the laborer 
on the section. 

“Every reason and argument of justice and equity 
overwhelmingly favors the former alternative. When 
considered in connection with the increase in cost of 
every item that goes to make up the living expense of 
your family or mine, the increase in pay barely makes 
up for this increased cost. The average salary or wage 
of to-day will buy no more of the necessities of life than 
the thirty-three and one-third per cent less wage did 
ten years ago. 

“On the other hand, railroad rates are too low, meas 
ured by any standard or considered from any compara 
tive viewpoint. Manufacturers and merchants who are 
receiving from thirty to one hundred per cent higher 
prices now than they were ten years ago, protest very 
earnestly against any increase in freight rates whatever. 
Let me give you one illustration: 

“The New York Central lines purchase and use about 


4,500,000 pounds of paper each year, for which, at pres - 


ent prices, they pay approximately $250,000. For the 
paper used by our lines during the last year we paid the 
manufacturers of paper $48,000 more than the same 
quantity and quality of paper would have cost at the 
‘prices we paid in 1898. An increase of ten per cent in 
the freight rate on this amount of paper (4,500,000 
pounds) from Boston to Buffalo, a distance of 500 miles, 
would amount to $367.50; and yet the paper manufac 
turers strenuously object to being asked to give back 
in increased freight rates $367.50 per annum of the $48,- 
000 per annum which we pay them in increased price 
of paper. This is simply an illustration—a typical case. 
Analysis shows substantially the same conditions touch 
ing almost every commodity which railroads use.” 
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CAR EFFICIENCY DEFICIENCIES 


Ashley Elliott’s Address a Feature of the Convention 
-of the Central Association of Railroad Officers 








Peoria, Ill., Oct. 23.—One of the hits of the twenty- 
frst annual convention of the Central Association of 
Railroad Officers held here last week was the address 
of Ashley Elliott, manager of the Illinois and Iowa De- 
murrage Bureau on the subject of “Car Efficiency De- 
fiiencies.” It held the absolute attention of the asso- 
ciation and was productive of much earnest discussion. 

Mr. Elliott’s speech was, in part, as follows: 

“Car efficiency involves three parties, the shipper, 
the carrier, and the public; three sides of a triangular 
proposition, no one or two of which can stand alone. 
No one of the three can follow the selfish tenor of his 
way, without disaster to the project, and when each one 
of the three parties recognize their own shortcomings 
and remedy them, then, and then only, will the car ques- 
tions be solved. 

“It is a growing conviction in legal circles that the 
publishing of a through rate calls for the furnishing of a 
through car. Roads which join in rates must join in 
cars, and universal through routing of both freight and 
ears means the practical pooling of the latter. For the 
two years, 1906 and 1907, American railway equipment 
was more or less pooled, Rules calling for the return of 
cars to their owners were honored more in breach than 
observance, and the ‘virtue of necessity’ was the only 
shield for violators of car exchange rules. Compunctions 
of consciences grew gradually less, until everybody was 
ignoring the rights of car owners and respecting only 
the demands of the public. Possession of a car became 
ten instead of nine points in law, and the winds and 
the waves of traffic bid defiance to the plaints and the 
pleadings of car owners, and the sufferings of patrons 
along their lines. A receiver became a shipper by im- 
mediately reloading the car he received, and his customer 
in turn did likewise, until the individuals and communi- 
ties which exchanged with each other, shut out the 
originator of traffic who called for an empty car, and 
there seemed no power in the land to remedy this 
wrong; in fact, state authorities joined in this campaign 
of selfishness by enacting laws called reciprocal demur- 
rage laws, favoring state business to the detriment of 
interstate; laws saying in effect, that whenever a car 
got inside that state’s borders it should not leave it 
80 long as any citizen of that independent common- 
wealth had any shipment to make to any other citizen 
thereof. It became a case of every state or every 
fellow for himself and the devil take the hindmost. 

“Out of this experience should come threefold les- 
sons: 

“First—On the part of shippers, that pooling of 
equipment is desirable. 

“Second—On the part of shippers, that the volume 
of available equipment depends upon the manner in 
which they and their customers handle it, and 

“Third—On the part of the public, that they cannot 
fence off little portions of this nation and be a law unto 
themselves in transportation.”

SHIPPING LINES CUT RATES 


Ocean Carriers Agree to Grant Rebates on Consign- 
ments of Coffee 








Washington, D. C., Oct, 23—The following from the 
United States consul at Rio de Janeiro is interesting to 
coffee shippers: 

“As a result of a recent conference in Hamburg be- 
tween representatives of ‘the several lines concerned the 
following notice, signed by the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
company, the Hamburg-South America line, the Hamburg- 
America line, the Norddeutscher Lloyd, the Prince line 
and Lamport & Holt, has been issued: 

“Shippers of coffee at are hereby notified 
that, subject to the conditions hereinafter expressed, the 
undersigned lines will pay the following rebate of freight 
on coffee shipped by their respective steamers to the 
ports of Antwerp, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, and the rivers 
Weser and Elbe, and to ports in the United States of 
America, during the year beginning the ist of Sept., 
1908, and ending Aug. 31, 1909, and thereafter year by 
year until further notice, viz.: 

“Five per cent (5 per cent) for shipments up to 
100,000 bags and one-quarter per cent (144 per cent) more 
for every additional 10,000 bags up to a maximum of ten 
per cent (10 per cent) for 300,000 bags or over. 

‘e‘The rebate to be paid to each shipper will be com- 
puted every twelve months, say up to Aug, 31 in each 
year, on his total shipments by the combined lines, and 
be payable six months afterward, but only to shippers 
who have up.to such due date of payment confined their 
shipments of coffee to Antwerp, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 
and the rivers Weser and Elbe, and to ports in the 
United States, to the undersigned lines. 

“‘No rebate will be paid on freight on sample lots, 
nor on additional freight charged for delivery at post- 
terminal destinations of goods shipped on through or op- 
tional bills of lading, 

““A statement of rebate claim must be made on a 
form as annexed and presented within three months suc- 
‘ ceeding the date on which payment falls due to the 
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agents of the company which has carried the merchandise 
in respect of which the rebate is claimed. 

“Until further notice any shipments by steamers 
of the National Brazilian line, under the Brazilian flag, 
to the United States, and of the Koninklijke Hol- 
landsche Lloyd to Amsterdam, at not under conference 
rates of freight and conditions, will not prejudice ship- 
pers’ claims of rebate.’ 

“A further point to be noted in the offer or invita 
tion is in that it is limited to vessels sailing under the 
Brazilian flag, as far as the Brazilian Lloyd is con- 
cerned. This, of course, shuts out chartered steamers of 
other flags. Inasmuch as most of the business of the 
Lloyd Brazileiro in its American trade is in chartered 
vessels, this offer is, in effect, an invitation to reduce 
the business of the line to such business as can be 
handled in Brazilian ships and come in the conference. 
Present indications are that there will be no material 
change in the general course of shipments by the re- 
spective lines by reason of any terms in the agreement 
just announced.” 


ORDER ON POSTING TARIFFS 


Colorado Commission Issues Rules Requiring Schedules 
to be Kept on File 








Denver, Colo., Oct. 23—The Colorado state railroad 
commission has issued a general order to railways in 
relation to the posting of tariffs for public inspection. 
The order is as follows: 

“In the matter of modification of the provisions of 
section 6 of the act with regard to posting tariffs at 
stations, 

“Under the authority conferred upon the commis- 
sion by section 7 of the act, to modify its requirements 
as to publishing, posting and filing of tariffs, the com- 
mission issues the following order, in connection with 
which it must be understood that each carrier has the 
option of availing itself of this modification of the re- 
quirements of section 6 of the act or of complying 
literally with the terms of the act. If such modification 
is accepted by a carrier it must be understood that 
misuse of the privileges therein extended or frequent 
misquotation of rates on the part of its agents will 
result in cancelation of the privileges as to that carrier. 
It should also be understood that in so modifying the 
requirements of the act the commission expects a con- 
tinuation by carriers of the practice of furnishing tariffs 
to a reasonable extent to frequent shippers thereunder. 

“Every carrier subject to the provisions of the 
act to regulate commerce shall place in the hands and 
eustody of its agent or other representative at every 
station, warehouse or office at which passengers or 
freight are received for transportation, and at which a 
station agent or a freight agent or a ticket agent is 
employed, all of the rate and fare schedules which con- 
tain rates and fares applying from that station or ter- 
minal, or other charges applicable at that station, in- 
cluding the schedules issued by that carrier or by its 
authorized agent and those in which it has concurred. 
Such agent or representative shall also be provided with 
all changes in, cancelations of, additions to, and reissues 
of such publications in ample time to thus give to the 
public, in every case, the required notice. 

“Such agent or representative shall be provided with 


facilities for keeping such file of schedules ip rp 
reference order, and be required to keep said files jp 
complete and readily accessible form. He shall also pg 
instructed and required to give any information Con- 
tained in such schedules, to lend assistance to seeker; 
for information therefrom, and to accord inquirers oppor. 
tunity to examine any of said schedules, without requir. 
ing or requesting the inquirer to assign any reason for 
such desire, and with all the promptness possible and 
consistent with proper performance of the other duties 
devolving upon him. He shall also furnish upon request 
therefor quotation in writing of rates via such carriers 
line not contained in the tariffs on file at that station 
Carrier may arrange for such agent to refer such Te 
quests to a proper officer of the company, but the quo- 
tation must be furnished within a reasonable time and 
without unnecessary delay. 

“Each of such carriers shall also provide and each 
of such agents or representatives shall also keep op 
file copies of the current issues of the indices of the 
tariffs of that carrier, 

“Each of such carriers shall also provide, either jg 
its indices of tariffs or in separate publication or pyp 
lications, which must be kept up to date, and be fileg 
with the Commission, an index or indices of the tariffs 
that are to be found in the files at each of its severgj 
stations or offices. Such index shall be kept on file and 
be open to inspection at each of such several stations 
or offices as hereinbefore provided. If such indices are 
prepared for a system of road or for a number of gta 
tions or offices they must be printed and may be ar 
ranged under a system of station numbers and alpha 
betical list of stations. If arranged for individual stg 
tions or offices they may be printed or typewritten. All 
such indices must be of size 8 by 11 inches. 

“Each of such carriers shall require its traveling 
auditors to check up each station’s or office’s file of 
tariffs at least once in each six months, unless it em 
ploys one or more traveling tariff inspectors, who will 
make such inspections and checks. 

“Each of such carriers shall also provide and cause 
to be posted and kept posted in two conspicuous places 
in every station waiting room, warehouse or office, at 
which schedules are so placed, in custody of agent o 
other representative, notices printed in large type and 
reading as follows: 

““The rate and fare schedules applying from or at 
this station and indices of this company’s tariffs are on 
file in this office, and may be inspected by any person 
upon application and without the assignment of any rea 
son for such desire, 

“‘The agent or other employe on duty in the office 
will lend any assistance desired in securing information 
from or in interpreting such schedules.’ 

“At exclusive freight stations or warehouses and # 
exclusive passenger stations or offices carriers may, 
under this order, place and keep on file only the freight 
or passenger schedules, respectively, and in such case 
the posted notices may be varied to read: 

“‘The freight rate (or passenger fare) schedules 
applying from or at (or from) this station and index of 
this company’s freight (or passenger) tariffs are on file 
in this office,’ etc. 

“Compliance with this order as to all available tariffs 
is required not later than Dec. 1, 1908, and full compli 

ance in every instance not later than Jan. 1, 1909.”

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tion. The steel rail mills had contracted for deliveries 
far into the future and operated to their maximum ca- 
pacity. Contracts for freight cars had been placed with 
the car manufacturers of the country who were run- 
ning with full force in their effort to fill contracts for 
such equipment. The builders of locomotives were taxed 
as never before in their history to meet their contract 
obligations with the carriers. 

Under ordinary circumstances and normal condi- 
tions all this would have cost many millions of dollars; 
but, under the stress of unusual conditions to meet a 
crisis, this cost was greatly accentuated with no ade- 
quate compensation present or prospective for the 
necessarily increased expenditure other than the hope 
of increased compensation per ton per mile for the 
transportation of freight. 

Prior to the enactment of the Elkins law and the 
Hepburn law, particularly the former, the relations 
between carrier and shipper were mutual and exceed- 
ingly friendly. Differences, if any, were local and of 
minor importance. Congress made rebating and the 
issuing of free transportation to other than railroad 
employes illegal. The enforcement of this law necessi- 
tated a radical departure from customs which had been 
in operation for many years. These customs had by 
long observance becume an unwritten law. 

To at least two classes of beneficiaries of this 
practice of long standing—the unscrupulous shipper and 
the professional politician—this new condition was very 
objectionable. The former could easily adjust himself 
to the new conditions, and with very rare exceptions 
this was immediately and cheerfully accomplished. Not 
so the professional politician. He had been uncere- 
moniously deprived of transportation—a valuable asset— 
and without recourse. There was no appeal. To be 
suddenly denied a perquisite, which was at first per- 
haps in payment of some service, real or imaginary, 
could not be considered. It had become a fixture in his 
life, a principle in his school of economics, and was 
his by right of discovery and possession. On this po- 
litical perquisite he had grows strong, powerful, in- 
fluential. He had elected men to office, controlled 
legislation—state and national—made laws which he 
executed or nullified at pleasure. He had become the 
executor of the last will and testament of his political 
superior and the dictator to those of lesser magnitude. 
The railroads despised yet dared not cross swords with 
this modern Goliath of Gath. But the hour came. The 
government had spoken. The law was inexorable. The 
permissible had become at the hour of midnight the 
illegal and must cease. 

This. politician, for revenue only, true to the instinct 
of his kind, began at once a campaign of corporate 
destruction. This beneficiary of corrupt and discrimi- 
natory practices for years, now that his graft had 
ceased by decree of the government, turned his battery 
of defamation upon his new-found common enemy of 
“the dear people.” The making of laws was by no 
means a new undertaking to him. Having built up 
a clientage of more or less influence for his personal 
use, why should he not use it? He appeared in state 
legislatures, in the national congress, in magazines, in 
newspapers, everywhere portraying the deplorable con- 
dition of our country. This he claimed was due to the 
long standing and flagrant discriminations by the arch 
enemy of the people, the common carriers, against the 
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farmer, the manufacturer, the laborer, and all other in- 
terests. He demanded as the only immediate and ef- 
fective relief the prompt reduction of all rates—freight 
and passenger—from everywhere to everywhere. There 
was a demand for more trains, quicker service and the 
establishment of railroad commissions where none 
existed, clothed with power to make, change, reduce 
or cancel all rates, rules, practices and classifications at 
will. Orders went forth for new or additional sidings, 
warehouses, elevators, extensions, and for a lavish ex- 
penditure in the increase of equipment. Taxes must be 
increased, and many other acts incident to the political 
requirements of his party needs be performed without 
regard to equity, ownership, necessity, cost, precedent, 
protest, prosperity, principle or. authority of court— 
state or federal. 

This agitator found favorable response in many 
quarters. A campaign of destruction was organized 
and vigorously prosecuted in a number of states, the 
natural result of which, however, was to shake the 
public confidence in our institutions. The highest and 
best motives of great men were impunged. Men oc- 
cupying exalted positions in the affairs of our country, 
those who mold public opinion and shape legislation, 
openly charged other great men of equal importance and 
prominence in our commercial and financial institutions 
with fraud of the basest kind, even grand larceny of 
such magnitude as to fairly stagger one in an effort 
to comprehend. Our judiciary—the bulwark of our na- 
tional integrity—was openly assailed and mercilessly 
criticized. This wave of prejudice against railroad cor- 
porations in general swept our entire country, submerg- 
ing in disastrous results the good as well as the evil. 

The illegalizing of the special concessions in all 
of their manifold forms was hailed with delight by every 
fair-minded man of affairs. He recognized the practice 
as iniquitous, as dishonest in business, a creator of 
distrust, the destroyer of confidence, the defender of 
commercial deception and discrimination, and which at 
the last meant moral degeneracy and financial bank- 
ruptcy. And yet, iniquitous, dishonest and repulsive as 
it was, an act of Congress was necessary to end it. 

The carriers, with here and there a commendable 
exception, have for a number of years been charged 
with many errors. These have varied widely in char- 
acter and degree. The charge which perhaps has been 
more nearly universal than all others has been that of 
arrogance or the unwillingness of the carrier to recog- 
nize reciprocal relations and to take the shipper into 
his counsel or confidence in matters of great importance 
involving their mutual good. While it has been truth- 
fully urged that the carrier is under no obligation legally 
or otherwise to do this, such a consideration and the 
spirit prompting it would mark the dawn of a new era, 
which could not fail of a correct interpretation and just 
appreciation by all fair-minded men of affairs. The 
fear that this would cause friction and controversy re- 
sulting more or less disastrously to the carrier is not 
based on sound business judgment. It would be an 
advance step in the direction of that mutual reciprocal 
alliance between the great interests so essential to 
permanent and ultimate good to the transportation in- 
terests at large. The shippers as a whole, with the 
natural exceptions incident to the failure of some to 
appreciate the importance of such a departure, would 
earnestly and honestly co-operate in this in the con- 
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fident belief that through no agency other than mutual 
interest and interdependent co-operation can this vexeg 
and troublesome barrier between carrier and Shipper 
be permanently removed. 

I am not unmindful of the fact that the carriers 
for years past have been guilty of many errors. They 
do not claim immunity from righteous criticism. Oy, 
railroads are managed by men, just plain men, ep. 
dowed with no supernatural power or gifts, and are 
affected by the same influences, conditions and envirop. 
ment as are other men occupying positions of great 
responsibility. In their anxiety to accomplish satis. 
factory results for the owners of their property, they 
have at times committed blunders so glaring and far. 
reaching in effect as to rouse the opposition of a whole 
nation. The endeavor to force upon the shipping world 
the iniquitous provisions of the so-called Uniform Bij 
of Lading three years ago is a conspicuous example of 
faulty judgment and of misguided leadership. 

The eastern railroads alone are charged with the 
responsibility of this error which precipitated an op. 
ganized storm of national protest. The Interstate Comp. 
merce Commission took cognizance of this movement, 
Joint committees were appointed, hearings held, able 
counsel was employed, volumes were written upon either 
side, and every phase of the question fully considered, 
and ,after many conferences covering more than two 
years, there came forth a jointly signed document based 
on law, equity and sound business principles, which, 
with slight modifications, will become the highest legal 
expression or contract between the two great interests 
represented. Thus was demonstrated the correctness of 
the claim that there can be no abiding success for either 
which has not for its foundation the recognition of 
our mutuality of interests, the interdependent relations 
of carrier and shipper. 

The railroads during the last few years have been 
undergoing many favorable changes. The highest of- 
ficials have become more democratic. The cold re 
serve of yesterday has given way to the warm cordiality 
and mutual interests of to-day. The outer sentinel, 
clothed in conspicuous uniform and reserved dignity be 
fitting the entry way to the executive of yesterday, is 
to-day absent, while the door swings practically at the 
will of the busy visitor. 

Other conditions, too, are undergoing a change. The 
people have had time to reflect more seriously and 
act with maturer judgment and are coming to realize 
that their business interest has suffered to an extent 
no man can estimate. 

The illy considered anti-railroad legislation of very 
recent years, for which the roads were in a measure 
responsible, has cost the carriers many millions of 
dollars, and, as the result of a partial paralysis of b 
ness caused thereby, the commercial world has suffered 
beyond the ability of the statistician to express in dol 
lars and cents. The Hepburn bill when passed from the 
lower to the upper house of the national congress was 
the crystallization of all the vagaries of professional 
politicians seeking popular applause. The Senate saved 
the House in spite of itself. In our misguided zeal to 
out-Herod Herod in recent years we have unwittingly 
laid siege to oyr own citadel. We have crippled ou 
markets and diminished our ability to purchase the 
products of the farm and factory. We have created & 
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condition which will call forth the best efforts and 
wisest generalship for years to correct. 

As a nation we are prone to forget the lessons of 
ihe past. On the prosperity of the railroads depends 
yery much, even the general prosperity of the entire 
country. A state or national law or regulation which 
jays an unnecessary burden upon the carriers affects to 
a certain degree all business activities. Any unnatural 
regulations Or unjust limitations placed on either inter- 
est would of necessity work injury to both; and why 
this well-known business principle needs to be empha- 
sized so forcibly and called to our attention so fre- 
quently is beyond our power to comprehend. Indeed, 
there is very much indiscriminate and unintelligent criti. 
cism of corporations in general and railway- corporations 
in particular. For example: An interesting article from 
the pen of a so-called expert in economics, portraying 
abuses and discriminations of the carriers against the 
common people, finds ready welcome by the publishers 
of some of our most prominent and influential magazines. 
They wholly disregard the character of the article, 
whether it be true or false, and what harm it may ac- 
complish. Through such false representation the mind 
of the reader is poisoned and becomes unfit for fair and 
mbiased judgment. All this is fundamentally wrong 
and cannot be justified by any righteous process of rea- 
soning. Such a condition confronts us to-day, and from 
its responsibility no one can escape. 

The traffic problem of our country is extremely in- 
tricate and difficult to solve. Men of rare intelligence 
and large capacity for solving great traffic problems have 
given the best years of their lives to this stupendous 
undertaking, and they are willing to admit that there 
are many complicated and intricate phases of this ques- 
tion remaining unsolved. And yet there are many ama- 
teurs clothed with official authority who do not hesitate 
ty prescribe for all the ills which have so greatly and 
seriously disturbed and perplexed the traffic experts of 
our country for many years. 

Confidence, like character, cannot be acquired in a 
day, but is a matter of years of growth and develop- 
ment. Confidence once lost cannot be quickly restored. 
If we have lost confidence in men and institutions we 
have lost the basic asset of our commercial transactions, 
without which bankruptcy is inevitable. 

But what of the future? Are the interests repre- 
sented by the railroads and those of the commercial 
world now so closely interwoven and interdependent to 
grow farther apart -year by year to, the financial and 
moral discredit of both? Can we afford to longer per- 
mit the widening of this unnatural breach through un- 
wise and unfair legislation which has in localities and 
times become iniquitous? Shall we, by our silence, by 
our apparent passive indifference, consent to be enrolled 
mder an unwise and dangerous leadership? There is 
Jat one answer. 

The railroads of our land constitute a very large 
and valuable factor in America’s commercial greatness, 
and are just as essential to our material growth and 
development as they were fifty years ago. When the 
great movement for railroad expansion swept the coun- 
tty thirty years since, there were 80,000 miles of rail- 
toad in the United States. This movement was inaugu- 
Tated by men of great power, immense wealth and su- 
Perlative constructive ability. We have now 230,000 
miles of railroad—an increase of 150,000 miles in thirty 
years. Think of this stupendous undertaking and the 
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marvelous material growth to our country because of 
it. The great American desert of fifty years ago, com- 
prising all that barren vastness lying between the Mis- 

souri river and the Rocky mountains, was pioneered by 

the railroads. The building of a railroad across this un- 

civilized, worthless desert was the most marvelous un- 

dertaking of the century. No patriotic man can read the 

history of that enterprise, with all of its manifold hard- 

ships and discouragements, which tried men’s souls, 

without recognizing that to the builders of this first 

transcontinental line and the opening of this great em- 

pire of opportunities and possibilities we owe a debt 

of gratitude which it will be impossible to pay within 

the next fifty years to come. Not only for the comple- 

tion of this enterprise, but for the encouragement this 

great initial accomplishment gave to others in similar 

undertakings do we owe this debt of gratitude. This 

whole territcry is now crossed and recrossed with many 

thousands of miles of railroad. This once great Ameri- 

ean desert is now known for its industrious people, its 

fertile farms, prosperous villages, towns and cities, the 
annual products of which aggregate hundreds of millions 
of dvilars in value. 

If the carriers have in the past committed serious 
and almost unpardonable errors, which they do not 
deny, may it not in justice be said that these advance 
agents of prosperity, these builders of empires and 
promoters of business, these producers of wealth and 
buyers in all of our markets, are entitled to an unpreju- 
diced consideration of every factor affecting their mate- 
rial prosperity by the people of the greatest nation on 
the globe? 

A few months ago we were told that the carriers 
were facirig bankruptcy; that their earnings were falling 
far below the cost of operation. There are, as everyone 
knows, certain fixed charges which must be met—busi- 
ness or no business. The carriers, after facing the 
situation for several months with no immediate prospect 
of an improved condition, announced to the world that 
in order to avoid bankruptcy one of two things was 
essential, a decrease in payrolls or an increase in the 
freight rates of commodities handled. This announce- 
ment provoked a storm of protest everywhere. To re- 
duce the payrclls would work a serious injury to the 
more than one million and a half of employes and the 
added millions dependent upon this great industry for 
the necessaries of life. This proposition met with such 
universal righteous opposition that it was quickly aban- 
doned. What then? There came up from every maga- 
zinc and newspaper of influence, from commercial or- 
ganizations, from boards of trade, chambers of com- 
merce, all over the country, in every state in the Union, 
a vigorous protest against the proposed increase. The 
protest came so quickly and universally as to lead one 
to believe that the proposition had not been: accorded 
proper and careful consideration. It was and is to-day a 
question which cannot be determined by the vote of 
a mass meeting. It is too far-reaching in its scope and 
yital in its results to consider hastily. 

In deciding this matter there are two questions and 
only two involved. First, is an increase in freight rates 
essential to the prosperity of the carriers? In support 
of the earriers’ contention they cite us to the great 
loss of tonnage sustained, and the millions of dollars 
invested in idle power and equipment for which there 
is no indication of its speedy employment. We = are 
also reminded of the greatly increased cost of opera- 


























































































tion in their every department; the increased cost of 
material of every kind in the construction and mainte- 
nance of their ways, of the advance in wages which has 
come about during the past several years, and of 
their own greatly increased taxes. Second, can a mod- 
erate increase in rates be made without doing injustice 
to the public? 

The American people are inclined to be fair and 
just. They will not knowingly be a party to injustice, 
unfairness or imposition. That the carriers need more 
money to meet current obligations is self-evident to all 
who have cared to investigate conditions. Their source 
of income is almost wholly from earnings on freight 
and passenger service. It has been freely conceded 
that on some commodities the freight rate has been low 
and could be moderately increased without doing injus- 
tice to anyone. A horizontal increase of ten per cent 
on all freights would doubtless be harmful and work 
an injustice. We are informed that such an increase 
is not now contemplated. 

Everyone will readily concede that the carriers are 
entitled to fair, reasonable and just compensation for 
services rendered, and anything less than this is a spe- 
cies of confiscation. The conditions surrounding and 
governing the law of supply and demand, the cost of 
operation, the density of traffic, etc., is so varied that 
the rate per ton per mile deemed reasonable in one 
locality might be so unreasonable in another as to pre- 
cipitate bankruptcy. There can be no hard and fast 
rule governing rates. All depends upon conditions which 
must be the controlling factors in their proper and 
equitable adjustment. If it becomes a question of a 
moderate increase in freight rates or bankruptcy for 
the carriers, I am unalterably in favor of the increase, 
and as an evidence of my confidence in the honor and 
integrity of the men who manage these great properties, 
I am willing to accept their balance sheet as the deter- 
mining factor in the question. This does not concede 
their right without protest to arbitrarily. and indiscrimi- 
nately increase rates, but rather that, if increase is 
hecessary, as urged, it shall be accomplished where 
needed without unnecessary sacrifice or injury to the 
receivers and shippers of freight; and I believe it is 
possible to accomplish this if entered into in the right 
spirit, recognizing existing conditions, competition, and 
relative market relations. 

The gross earnings from operation of all railroads 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, were $2,590, 
000,000. Of this little over 80 per cent, or $2,075,000,000, 
was at once put into circulation in the purchase of 
equipment, supplies, and the payment of taxes and 
wages of employes, etc. Of this $2,075,000,000 put into 
circulation, it is a fact that every one of our more than 
eighty millions of people received directly or indirectly 
his proportionate share. 

In 1897 there were railroad employes to the number 
of 823,476, who received in wages $465,601,581, or an 
average per capita of $565. In 1907 there were railway 
employes to the number of 1,672,074, who received in 
wages $1,072,386,427, or an average per capita of $641. 
The increase in 1907 over 1897 was 848,598 railway em- 
ployes, or more than double, and the increase in wages 
was $606,784,846. Here we find a net increase in wages 
earned per capita in 1907 over 1897 of $76, and by rea- 
son of this increased scale of wages per capita the 
aggregate increased amount of wages earned during the 
year was $1,270,776. 
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The taxes paid by the railroads constitute no small 
item. In 1897 there were 185,428 miles of road og 
which taxes were paid to the amount of $43,137,844 § 
a little less than $233 per mile. In 1907 there Were 
229,951 miles of road on which there was paid in 
$80,452,000, or $350 per mile. A very significant item 
here is the increase per mile of taxes paid from $23 
in 1897 to $350 per mile in 1907, or an increase of 66 
per cent. I am not urging that the former was too Joy 
or that the latter was excessive, but am simply giving 
you the facts which are entitled to consideration in ge 
termining the present increased cost of transportation to 
which the carriers so urgently call our attention ang on 
which they .base largely their right to increase rates 

In answer to a recent request of the executives ot 
several of the large systems in the west for authentic, 
reliable information bearing on the question under dis 
cussion, I quote: 

From one road exceeding 3,000 miles: 

“Congress recently enacted a law known as the 
‘sixteen-hour law,’ which is inteuded to regulate the 
hours of service of trainmen and others engaged in the 
operation of trains; the law having been conceived and 
framed with a view of promoting the safety of the 
traveling public as well as the railroad employes. Its 
object is most commendable, but the railroads must be 
able to earn the money necessary to execute the fyi 
intent and purpose of the law. Our assistant generaj 
manager tells me that it is necessary to change the 
location of practically every division point on our sys 
tem to shorten up the divisions. This means the buy 
ing of property in towns where our necessary facilities 
have heretofore been small, the building up of new 
yards and the removal and alteration of much of the 
facilities at the old division points. The actual cost to 
us will be in round numbers $850,000. We will also 
sustain great losses in removing these division points 
through boycotts instituted by the towns from whieh 
we are obliged to remove our terminals, not to speak 
of the expense of litigation resulting from suits brought 
by local authorities to prevent us from moving the divi 
sion points and thus equipping ourselves to obey the 
federal law at the least expense. However, this is but 
one item. The increase of wages which we must pay 
trainmen under this sixteen-hour law will amount to five 
per cent. This, mind you, comes on top of an increase 
of wages of twenty-four per cent during the past two 
years which the railroad managers have felt impelled 
to allow their employes during the prosperous times 
You will also understand that none of this increase cal 
be taken off since the dull times have come because of 
the influence of the higher authorities in the land 
Very recently an additional modification of the agree 
ment between the labor organizations and the managers 
has added ten per cent more to the wages of the trait 
men, so that, between the voluntary increases allowed 
during prosperous times, the operation of the sixteet 
hour law and the recent settlements and controversies 
with labor, the increase in the scale of wages to trait 
men during the past two years has amounted to thirty 
nine per cent. We all agree that it is desirable that the 
workingman shall receive liberal compensation for his 
services, but I think it is equally plain and important 
that the railroad company’s income has got to be it 
creased.” 

From a line having about 1,000 miles in Texas: 

“What is known as the ‘Texas full train crew law 
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eight-hour law will cost us an additional $8,000 per an- 
gum. The Texas railroad commission’s 30-minute order 
jn relation to passenger train connections) will cost 
ys an additional $2,000 per annum. The electric head- 
jight laws in Texas will cost us $66,000, with a very 
paterial increase in the annual outlay for maintenance. 
the federal ‘ash pan’ law will cost us $3,600, with a 
very material annual increase for maintenance.” 

An Oklahoma road estimates the cost of what is 
jnown as the “Jim Crow” law of Oklahoma (separate 
yaiting rooms and passenger cars for white and colored 
people), will cost $45,000, with. increased annual main- 
tenance. 

A prominent railroad in Texas paid in taxes in 
195 $108, and in 1907 $266 per mile. 

A railroad system on its mileage in Kansas in 1902 
paid $240, and in 1907 $366 per mile. 

A railroad in Oklahoma, exclusive of old Indian Ter- 
ritory, with 240 miles, was assessed for 1907 on a 
valuation of $1,200,654. The same road under the new 
gate formation with 675 miles was assessed for 1908 
m a valuation of $25,169,108—an increase of 435 miles, 
md in valuation nearly $24,000,000. In connection with 
this enormous increase in taxable valuation and taxes 
paid, we find that in the state of Texas the tax assessors 
for their purposes placed a valuation on one road of 
$31,000 per mile, while the railroad commission for its 
purposes affixed a valuation of $15,000 per mile, 

One line of road of a little more than 3,000 miles 
cated in the west, estimates their actual loss, due en- 
tirely to floods, exclusive of loss of business, during this 
present year, at $850,000. 

One of the southwestern roads, during the five years 
aiding last June, expended nearly $8,000,000 in improve- 
neits, for which no bonds were sold. This vast sum 
of money was used to a large extent in improving the 
property, providing additional rolling stock, equipment, 
de, and while the expenditures made tended to produce 
eonomy in transportation, is not the company entitled 
to earn a reasonable interest on this outlay? 

The year 1907 over 1897 shows the following in- 
creases: 45,000 miles of main track, 32,000 locomotives, 
$00,000 freight cars, representing an expenditure of more 
than three and one-half billions of dollars, ninety per 
ent of which represents labor. Does the expenditure 
this vast sum signify nothing to us? Do we fail to 
comprehend and appreciate it? 

Regulation of railroads of this country, which, with 
their equipment, represent approximately thirteen per 
cent of the wealth of the nation, has been the order of 
the day for some little time past, and the railroads have 
suffered incalculable injury which is bound to be re- 
flected in inferior transportation service and facilities; 
am, if that is true, the unwise regulation is bound to 
prove a boomerang upon the shipping public. It has 
always seemed to me that regulation of railroads has 
too largely been along the wrong lines. It seems that 
Mople recognize but one kind of regulation and that is 
teduction in rates. It must be admitted that this is a 
simple and tangible form of regulation, but I am satis- 
fed in my own mind that it is not wise or practicable 
ftom the standpoint of the people themselves. I submit 
that it ig of vastly more importance to the merchant, 
Manufacturer and dealer in grain that the railroads be 
‘quired by the government to provide adequate facili- 
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ties in their home towns and transport their freight with 
regularity and dispatch than it is that they shall save 
in transportation cost five cents on a barrel of flour, one 
cent on a bushel of wheat, or three cents on a suit of 
clothes. Would it not be wiser to allow the railroads 
to earn enough money in order that they might provide 
proper facilities and service and at the same time 
secure a fair return on the investment of the stock- 
holders, if it can be done without appreciably increasing 
the cost per unit of consumption to the consumer? 
From all this I draw the conclusion that the regulation 
of common carriers should take the form of wise and 
intelligent requirements by our national government 
as to facilities and service rather than an indiscriminate 
and unintelligent reduction of earnings. 

There are two imperative needs of equal importance 
to the shipping public: First, adequate facilities for 
the transportation of freight with satisfactory regularity 
and despatch required by the government. Second, fair 
remunerative rates for the carriers, recognizing always 
the relative market locations and conditions. 

If, by reason of unjust legislation, state or national, 
the imposing of excessively burdensome taxes, or through 
any cause whatsoever, the purchasing power of the rail- 
roads becomes seriously crippled, every market will feel 
its depressing effect. Railroads are the largest buyers 
in normal times of steel rails and steel articles, iron, 
lumber, coal, oils and paints, locomotives, machines and 
machinery, timber, ties, structural iron and steel work, 
and hundreds of other commodities which go to make up 
the one and one-quarter billions of dollars annually con- 
tributed to the general prosperity of the land. 

In this discussion I have not attempted to call your 
attention to something new, for these facts and figures 
and many others of absorbing interest are matters of 
record and easily obtainable. I do, however, desire to 
arouse the keenest sense of appreciation upon the part 
of all men to the value of this gigantic industry to 
everyone, and to its annual contribution to our country's 
commercial greatness. When this is correctly and in- 
telligently understood, we may confidently hope to see 
the cessation of hostile and destructive legislation be- 
tween our community of interests. “With the sympathy 
and co-operation of the business interests of the country 
a moderate increase in freight rates can undoubtedly 
be made effective without danger to any department of 
business activity, and would do more to put in motion 
the wheels of industry and start the country upon a 
new era of prosperity than anything else that could 
possibly be done.” I think it can be truly said that the 
prosperity of the people is so inseparably interwoven 
with that of the railroads that neither can suffer adver- 
sity without harm coming to the other. Nor can either 
hope for continued prosperity unless the other shares 
therein. 

Shall we not therefore conclude that our commer- 
cial, our financial and our transportation interests are so 
interwoven and are so inseparable that there can be 
ro mutual abiding and ultimate success except through 
the practical and honest recognition and application in 
business of our interdependent relations? The hour has 
come and’ now is when the wisest counsel, the clearest 
judgment, and the most conservative thinkers among us 
must recognize that our supreme need is an early and 
equitable solution of this, the greatest of all questions— 
the interdependent relations of carrier and shipper. 
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NEW ORDER ON MARKING RULE 





Public Service Commission Directs Thirty-six More 
Carriers to Adopt Its Rules 





Albany, N. Y., Oct. 23—The public service commis- 
sion of the second district of New York has issued the 
following supplementary order requiring nearly twoscore 
carriers not named on the original order of the commis- 
sion to comply with its regulations “in the matter of 
marking less than carload shipments of freight.” 

The new order is as follows: 

“The commission having on the 19th day of Aug., 
1908, entered its order herein directed to the respond- 
ents, the New York Central & Hudson River railroad 
company, Erie railroad company, the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western railroad company, the Delaware & 
Hudson company, New York, Ontario & Western railway 
company, Lehigh Valley railroad company, Pennsylvania 
railroad company, Buffalo & Susquehanna railway com- 
pany, Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg railway company, 
and Boston & Maine railroad, wherein and whereby the 
commission found and declared that rule 3 of the Official 
Classification, as applied to shipments of freight over the 
lines of said respondents within this state, constituted an 
unjust and unreasonable regulation or practice, and or- 
dered a just and reasonable regulation or practice to be 
substituted therefor, which said new regulation or prac- 
tice is described in the said order; and the commission 
having on the ist day of Sept., 1908, entered a further 
order herein directing that a copy of said order of the 
19th day of Aug., 1908, be served upon each and every 
railroad corporation and street railroad corporation en- 
gaged in the carriage of freight articles within this state, 
except said above-named respondents, all of whom have 
complied with the said order, requiring each of said 
corporations to file with this commission, on or before 
the 10th day of Sept., 1908, a statement in writing show- 
ing it has adopted and is conforming to the provisions 
of said order, or appear before the commission at its 
office in the capitol, Albany, at 2: o’clock p. m. on said 
10th day of Sept., 1908, and then and there show cause 
why it should not be required to comply ‘with the provi 
sions of said order; and hearing herein having been duly 
held at the time and place aforesaid, at which hearing 
cnly the Long Island railroad company appeared and 
presented argument against compliance with said order 
of the 19th day of Aug., 1908; and it appearing to the 
commission, from statements in writing so filed by rail- 
road corporations and street railroad corporations on or 
before the 10th day of Sept., 1908, that the following 
carriers in addition to said above-named respondents 
have adopted and are conforming to the provisions of 
said order: Bath & Hammondsport railroad company, 
Buffalo, Attica & Arcade railroad company, Central New 
England railway company, Delaware & Eastern railroad

“Rule 3. Each package, bundle or piece of less than 
carload freight, when tendered for transportation by 
shipper, must be plainly marked by brush, stencil, mark- 
jpg crayon, marking pencil, rubber stamp, pasted label 
or tag securely fastened or attached, or other legible 
method of marking, showing the name of the consignee, 
the name of the station, town or city, and the name or 
abbreviation of the state to which destined, with the fol- 
lowing exceptions: 

“(a) When articles are not boxed, barreled, erated or 
sacked and are shipped loose in pieces, or when pieces 
are wired or otherwise fastened together in lots or bun- 
dies, and the shipment consists of not more than ten 
pieces, lots or bundles, at least two pieces, lots or bun- 
dies in each shipment shall be marked in accordance 
with this rule; and when the shipment consists of more 
than ten pieces, lots or bundles, one for every ten or 
additional part thereof shall be so marked, but not more 
than ten such markings shall be required for any ship- 
ment from one consigor to one consignee and destination. 
Each marking under this exception must show the total 
number of pieces, lots or bundles in the entire consign- 
ment, 

“(b) Flour, feed, cement, lime or plaster, in sacks, 
pearing upon the package or shipping tag the name and 
address of shipper, printed, stamped, stenciled or plainly 
written, when the shipment consists of not more than 
ten sacks, at least two sacks in each shipment shall be 
marked in accordance with this rule; and when the 
shipment consists of more than ten sacks one for every 
ten or additional part thereof shall be so marked, but 
not more than ten such markings shall be required for 
any shipment from one consignor to one consignee and 
destination. Each marking under this exception must 
show the total number of sacks in the entire consign- 
ment, 

“(c) Grapes, when shipped in lots of 10,000 pounds 
or more by one consignor to one consignee and destina- 
‘tion, will be accepted without marking of packages. 

“(d) Articles which are not classified or rated in 
carloads and are subject to less than carload rates for 
shipment in any quantity, and which are shipped loose in 
pieces or in packages from one consignor to one con- 
signee and destination, and are loaded by shippers in 
tars to 30,000 pounds or the cubic capacity of the car, 
will be accepted without marking. 

“The marks on packages, bundles or pieces which are 
required to be marked must be compared withthe ship- 


mae-iping order and bill of lading, and corrections, if neces- 


sary, made by the consignor or his representative before 
teceipt is signed. Old consignment marks must be can- 
teled, removed or effaced before packages, bundles or 
pieces will be accepted for transportation. 

“Freight consigned to a place of the same name as 
another place in the same state must have the name of 
the county marked on each package, bundle or piece 
required to be marked by the foregoing rule or exceptions 
thereto, and the name of the county must also be 
shown on the shipping receipt. 

“When freight is consigned to a place not located on 
the line of a railroad each package, bundle or piece re- 
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quired to be marked by the foregoing rule or exceptions 
thereto, must be marked with the name of the station at 
which the consignee will accept delivery, or, if routed 


. in connection with a water line on which there are no 


joint rates in effect, the name of the place at which 
delivery is to be made to such water line must be 
marked on each package, bundle or piece required to be 
marked by this rule. 

“Freight not marked in accordance with the foregoing 
rule or according to exceptions thereto specifying mark- 
ing will not be accepted for transportation. 

“It is further ordered, That the provisions of the 
order of the commission entered herein on the 19th day 
of Aug., 1908, prescribing the aforesaid regulation or 
practice and requiring it to be substituted for said rule 
3 of the Official Classification, having been adopted and 
conformed to by the following named carriers, in addi- 
tion to the original respondents herein: Bath & Ham- 
mondsport railroad. company, Buffalo, Attica & Arcade 
railroad company, Central New England railway com- 
pany, Delaware & WBastern railroad company, the Dun- 
kirk, Allegheny Valley & Pittsburg railroad company, 
Fonda, Johnstown & Gloversville railroad company, Gene- 
see & Wyoming railroad company, the Grand Trunk 
railway company of Canada, Greenwich & Johnsonville 
railway company, International railway company, the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern railway company, Le- 
high & Hudson River railroad company, Little Falls & 
Dolgeville railroad company, New Jersey & New York 
railroad company, the New York, Chicago & St. Louis 
railroad company, the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad company, New York, Susquehanna & Western 
railway company, and Ruttand railroad company; that 
said carriers and each of them shall continue to keep 
in force and apply the aforesaid regulation or practice, as 
prescribed in said order and fully set forth herein. 

“It is further ordered, That this order shall take 
effect on the ist day of Oct., 1908, and remain in force 
until abrogated, superseded, changed or modified by fur- 
ther order of this commission, and that said carriers or 
either of them shall have leave to apply to this com- 
mission for such further order at any time. 

“It is further ordered, That said carriers or either 
of them may at any time, without previous application 
to this commission, subject to regulation under the pub 
lic service commissions law, add exceptions or other pro- 
visions to the foregoing rule not in conflict with any of 
the exceptions or other provisions therein set forth.”

Car Efficiency Committee Data 





Statistical Bulletin No. 33 of the American Railway 
association committee on car efficiency is shown in the 
following pages. On presenting the bulletin, the commit- 
tee, by Arthur Hale, chairman, says: 

“There is a further decrease of 18,756 in the number 
of surplus cars, bringing the total down to 115,036. 

“The principal part of this decrease is in coal and 
gondola cars, there being 12,239 fewer idle cars of this 
class than at the time of our last report. It will be 
noted that there are a few shortages reported, these be- 
ing largest in groups 10 (Pacific) and 11 (Canadian). 

“The reports indicate considerable further decrease 
in the number of bad-order cars, showing that the roads 
are putting these cars into service as the surplus 
available cars are used up.”
